"If things I saw are a good sample 
of German kultur, the sooner it is 
wiped off the face of the earth the 
better this world will he.” 
This is the observation of an Amer­ 
ican soldier born of German parents, 
and who has seen first-hand some of 
the horrors penetrated by the Huns.' 
His name is Ralph Engsberg, and his 
home is at Lake Mills, Wis. Extracts 
from a letter written by 
him 
were 
printed in the I^ike Mills Leader, a 
copy of which reaches P. A. Robinson 
of 
this 
city 
regularly. 
Robinson 
knows the parents of the boy well and 
they are anything 
but 
pro-German. 
The comments of their son, therefore 
carry all the more weight. 
After recounting some 
interesting 
things in connection with the ad­ 
vancement toward the front 
of 
the 
army unit hq is connected with, he 
says: 
“At noon we ate our lunch in a dug­ 
out that the Germans bad fixed behind 
their lines, 
jt sure was shell proof, 
but a very damp place. 
After lunch 
we looked into some of the homes 
that had been in German hands. Nev­ 
er do f exiieot to see 
such 
wanton 
destruction as that tho Huns wreaked 
on these homes. Not a thing was left 
untouched. 
The chairs were broken 
or cut up with bayonets or axes, and 
the tables were all hacked up so that 
they never could be used again. Pic­ 
tures wore slashed and cut and mir­ 
rors broken: in fact everything that 
could lie broken 
or 
damaged 
was 
spoiled beyond repair. Even the plas­ 
ter on the walls had been scratched 
and knocked off.

would not do the things they did in 
these homes.

Clarence Trotter Sees Excit­ 
ing Times at the Big 
Russian City 


That a Santa Ana boy was among 
the soldiers who guarded the Ameri­ 
can consul at Vladivostok in July is 
“brought to light by a letter received 
last, week from Clarence Trotter, by 
his mother, Mrs. E. Trotter, It. D. 4, 
and his sister. 
In a brief note dated 
July 29 and inclosed with 
a 
letter 
written at different dates commenc­ 
ing with July .‘5, he says: 
‘‘It is a great sight . to 
see 
the 
Czecho-Slovak 
.soldiers, 
Americans, 
Chinese, Japanese and British sailors 
marching in one group through town. 
I am on patrol at 12 to 4 o’clock to­ 
night at the American consul head­ 
quarters.” 
On July 3, be writes: 
“It looks 
as if we were going to stay here until 
the wrar is over. It isn’t so bad hdre 
now, though, as it was. 
We have A 
fine place for 
entertainment 
in 
a 
warehouse about fifty 
yards 
away, 
and hdve picture shows every other 
night. 
"I guess you have heard about the 
battle they had here. 
It took place 
about ROO yards from our ship and 
there was .considerable excitement for 
a time. 
About mn 
Bolshevik! 
and 
Germans were killed in no time by 
machine guns 
and 
grenades. 
We 
were under arms all (lie time tp hell* 
the Czechs in case they needed us, 
but it wasn’t necessary, and the Bol- 
shevikl are now a thing of the past 
in Vladivostok. 
“July 6: 
Man> 
wounded Czecho­ 
slovaks are coming in. 
Sixty are un­ 
der our care in Hie warehouse and 
aboard ship. 
Today the first Ameri­ 
can patrols landed. 
"July 9: 
Everyone 
is 
expecting 
and hoping for the chance of fighting 
side by side with the Czechs, who are 
holding back nearly GOJHM) Austrian- 
German troops forty miles from here. 
More wounded arc being brought in. 
We also have several prisoners.

"I failed to get this letter off on 
the last boat, so in

cisco Bay that night. 
Next afternoon 
we pulled out and never stopped till 
we reached the Atlantic side of the 
canal at Colon. We just stepped on 
land and back on the boat just to say 
we had been on land in Panama, 
been on land in Panama. 
We laid there twelve 
hours 
and 
pulled out for New 
York. 
Arrived 
here the Itll of September. I thought 
I would be a seasick lad, but it never 
phazed me. 
We had two storms on 
the way around. 
We lost our course and nearly ran 
ashore and was fifteen minutes back­ 
ing off at 3:27 a. rn., 
one 
morning 
just off Key West, Fla. 
Just off the 
north coast of Florida about 11 a. rn., 
we lost a man overboard but saved 
him Just in the niche of time. About 
I a rn the morning we pulled in here 
at New York harbor we nearly ram­ 
med a boat.

about two hours before we put to sea 
at Port Costa but couldn’t get off Ie 
wire you.

This little village of New York is 
some city.

Santa Ana Boy Tells of Eager­ 
ness of Yankees to 
Get Action 


“Americans are 
funny animals— 
they can’t stand isolation or inactivity 
of any kind.” This is the way Private 
Owen Coffin of Santa Ana describes 
the Yanks over there, In a letter just 
received by Chester Scott of this city. 
The men are fast friends. 
Coffin is 
with an engineers’ corps, being in the 
special training bureau. First Depot 
Division, and his address is A. P. O., 
727, American E. F. 
Coffin has been wounded and slight 
ly gassed. He writes: 
I wrote you a line from the front 
about the 9th of July and I think 
I 
to^d you we expected something to 
happen. Well it happened all O. K. 
You liaye asked me to tell you how 
things were. I can’t tell you as well 
as Colb or Patullo, but I will try to 
tell you a little of my experience. For 
I certainly owe you a good letter in 
return for the Register clippings. 
We were In a very warm part of 
France on the 4tli and 14th of July. 
The night of July 14th we were out to 
dig in a position and we finished it at 
10:30 and laid down on the 
ground 
back of tlte trench to rest before we 
went back to our position. 
We were lying on the grass remark 
ing how quiet the Boche artillery bad 
been for a period of several hours 
At exactly midnight hell broke loose 
for recess. 
And. believe me. it was 
some show. 
I thought I 
had 
seen 
heavy artillery fire in a couple of 
Imrrgges and counter barrages that 
were fairly heavy. 
We were under 
ocncent rated artillery 
bombardment 
once for 72 hours and we thought we 
had seen some shelling, but I’ll bet 
that more shells fell in the first three 
hours tins time titan fell in all of the 
long bombardment. 
Well, the Boche came over at 4 a. rn. 
! in mass formation and they succeeded 
in penetrating our first two lines at 
IO or 10:30 in the morning. 
From 
then until about 1:30 we got a chance 
to fire on them. 
Engineers are non-combatants, they 
] say. but I got rid of a lot of ammuni­ 
tion for a non-combatant. 
Well, 
we 
beat them back and took their first- 
line trench by 3 p. rn. About 3:30, as 
nearly as I can figure, an “Austrian 
88” came over aud I collected three 
pieces of shrapnel from it. But all of 
tile wounds were slight. My gas mask 
slipped several times during the row 
sod got about two-bits’ worth of inns 
lard gas. One of the 
wounds 
wa* 
bleeding quite a lot. so after I got 
compresses on them I started out to 
walk to tho dressing station. 
After 
going over a road that was being torn 
up by enemy shell I reached there 
without further mishap. 
From there 
I was taken to a French field hospital 
and was redressed and inoculated. J 
waited there some time for the more 
seriously wounded 
moved 
first, 
of 
course. 
The Bodle was shelling the 
place right along and everybody was 
moved as soon as possible. 
From there we went to an evacua­ 
tion hospital, where we were put tc 
bed. 
And at 9 o’clock we were raid 
ed by Boche air craft. So we moved on 
to another hospital down the line. Anc* 
there they found the gas burns on me 
And, believe me, I certainly was lucky 
when I got the shrapnel for I would 
have been in bad shape by the time I 
1 got to a hospital if I bad not gatiiered 
tile shrapnel. 
Tile next night we toqjc a hospital 
train, or. rather, it took us, to a base 
hack of Hie lines a long ways back of 
them. 
I was held there ten days and 
now I am at a rest carny recovering 
fsoli the gas. And I am coining along 
tipi*—feeling better fliaii I have for 
npuiy a day. 
'W e do nothing Bub exercise about 
tf*o hours of a morning and a bike 
(without a pack) for about two hours 
after dinner. 
I am getting my teeth fixed up and 
'will soon be out of here, I believe or 
hope, for the isolation and monotony 
gets on a fellow's system after a few' 
days. It is always best to put Yanks 
far from any railroad facilities, if they 
want to keep them from going to their 
companies at the front. 
Americans 
are funny animals. They cannot stand 
isolation or inactivity of any kind. 
Here we have 
comfortable 
beds. 
good food and light work. In our own 
outfits we may have none of those 
things for days at a time, yet every­ 
body is raring to leave. 
I am on guard today and my relief 
j is about ready to go on so I will close 
for this time, with best wishes to all.

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COMPULSORY ENGLISH 


American communities, says Magistrate Cobb 
of New York City, make it too easy for foreigners 
to get along in this country without leaPning Eng­ 
lish. There are too many notices translated for them 
into their native languages, too many newspapers 
printed for them, too many interpreters ready to help 
them, and there is t«x> much legal tolerance of their 
failure to Americanize their speech. 
In no other country, he says, is ignorance of the 
language so tolerated. 
In European countries gen­ 
erally, a residence of two years is supposed to equip 
an alien to speak the language in court and elsewhere. 
In London, with its grout foreign population, the 
police courts have no interpreters as we have in our 
cities. 
« 
The magistrate suggests that there ought to he 
an amendment to the immigration laws making a for­ 
eign resident subject to deportation unless he acquires 
a speaking knowledge of the English language within 
five >ears. It has been suggested that possibly that 
would he a little too drastic; we think two years 
would he long enough. But surely it would Ik* justi­ 
fiable to refuse naturalization papers to any alien 
who has not taken the trouble to learn the rudiments 
of the language, and to set sortie time limit on the 
period of tolerance for all aliens who neglect alike 
to learn English and seek American citizenship. 
lf, in tile past, Americans themselves have been 
much to blame for the slowness of aliens to Amer­ 
icanize their speech, their thinking and their manner 
of life, that is true no longer. There is now, and will 
be hereafter, little excuse for the alien who jiersists 
injht* most obvious and conclusive evidence of alien­ 
ism!—the exclusive use of a foreign language.

“I am not forgetting the poor little slaves in the 
cotton mills of Carolina on whose behalf I am pre­ 
pared to solicit, not shoes and socks, but fire from 
heaven; but the moral is that if America Scants to 
rescue children from poverty and slavery she had 
better look at home, and not supply another super­ 
fluous demonstration of the fact that the eyes of a 
fool are in the ends of the earth.” 
This is sharp speech. But is it not justified? Is 
it not rather hypocritical to give to children abroad 
with the right hand while with the left we drive our 
own children into that semi-starvation w hich Is worse 
than death because it unfits for life without releasing 
from life’s obligation"? 
Giving to children in the war-torn districts 
seems not only right but necessary at the present 
time. 
But it is no reason for neglecting our own. 
The injunction to "let not the left hand know what 
the right hand doeth” was not meant to give one hand 
an excuse for doing things of which either should he 
ashamed. 


“IMPLACABLY" 


There are in the United States, according to the Jew ­ 
ish year book, just published, three million three hundred 
thousand Jews. 


In New York city alone the Jew s num ber one million 
five hundred thousand. 
W hen you rem em ber th at the 
ancient city of Jerusalem within the old walls could have 
been put away easily in one corner of Central Park, you 
realize that New York, and not Jerusalem , is the great 
Jew ish city. 


T he Jewish population in the United States is Inter­ 
esting in connection with the Zionist movement. It would 
be a calamity for the civilized world, commercially and 
intellectually, if th at Zionist movem ent took all the Jew s 
to live in one place. 
But you learn that from New York 
city you might take ten times as many Jew s as could 
live comfortably in Jerusalem and have a million. 
For 
the average citizen, Zionism is an interesting, patriotic 
and religious movement, not a menace to general com­ 
mercial prosperity or radical thought. 


Narrow-minded hum an beings, ninety per cent of 
them half-way failures, who hate the Jews, would be 
amazed lf they could realize what a million Jews have 
done to improve general conditions, political and social, 
in the city of New York. 
The late "Little Tim " Sullivan, who knew New York 
well and helped to rule in Tam m any, said shortly before 
he died: 
"Y’ou can’t satisfy Jew s by giving them jobs on the 
public pay roll with no work to do. 
You’ve got to give 
them clean streets and better schools especially.” 
Richard Croker, the most powerful political ruler 
that New Y’ork ever had. said that the Jew s had entirely 
changed the problem of organization in politics. 
"Y'ou 
can’t organize them or control them ,” he said. 
‘‘You've 
not to give them better city government, 
lf you think 
you’ve got them on any other basis you'll soon find that 
you haven't. 
They won’t stay put.” 
The Roman governors learned ahead of Croker that 
Jew s won’t stay put. 
There are nine cities in the United States each con­ 
taining within itslf a bigger Jew ish city than ancient 
Jerusalem. 
After New York with a million and a half, 
comes Chicago, with two hundred and twenty-five thou 
sand; 
Philadelphia, with two hundred thousand, and 
Cleveland, with one hundred thousand Jewish inhabitants. 
The United States Is a little more than three per cent 
Jewish. And every unit in the three per cent is busy. 
I jet any race or religious bigot who thinks that there 
rn 
are too many Jew s in the United States inquire what 
happened to Spain and Portugal astert th e Jew s wero 
driven out. 
The two countries wore about as dead as a 
factory without an engine, and they have stayed dead.

Gives Information' on Liquid 
Gas Used In Fumi­ 
gating 


E. ti. 
Paddock, 
horticultural in 
spector of Orange county, has issued 
the following: 
Since the advent of "liquid gas” in 
the fumigation of citrus 
trees in 
Southern California, many questions 
have naturally been asked as to the 
safety of the gas, the Efficiency 
of 
the gas, cost of it and many others, 
so it is with a sense of indebtedness 
to the public that all the 
available 
information may be given out which 
is at this time possible. 
The idea of liquid gas is not exact­ 
ly a new idea, as it has been used in 
South America for a number of years, 
but never in 
California 
until 
two 
years ago, when the Dingle Brothers 
first put the material on the market 
in commercial lots. 
Last season their plant, located at 
Azusa, turned out over 4090 cases of 
cyanide liquefied into the gas. 
Just a little in explanation* as to 
method of manufacture: 
The sodium 
cyanide and }bt sulphuric acid are 
properly combined at the factory to 
generate the Ated in ary 
hydro-cyanic 
acid gas the sgme as that which is 
given off fr6tftA ’the cyanofumer, or 
that which is generated from the old 
pot system which was used 
before 
there was such a thing as a cyano­ 
fumer in use. This gas then is re­ 
tained in drums and pipes and is eas­ 
ily liquefied, in which form it conies 
out as solution, 
much 
resembling 
milky water in appearance, yet hav­ 
ing the natural odor of hydro cyanic 
acid gas. 
Upon coming in 
contact 
with the air this liquid is rapidly gasi­ 
fied. 
In actual use 
the 
liquid 
is 
sprayed out through nozzles, which 
break it up into a fine mist, which 
aids in gasifying it.

Tho people of the United Status 
wgiie surprised to hear that one of the 
results pf the recent primary election 
was to wave the Democratic party of 
California without a candidate for gov­ 
ernor. The taw permits each asgd rant 
to solicit Urb nomination for the office 
he seeks from more than one political 
party at the same time; but one of 
the five Republican candidates* in thus 
seeking the Democratic ndimlJiatlon, 
tripped over the intricacies, of the pri­ 
mary Mw and dragged the Democratic 
caftdMttee down with him. 
Mayor Rolph of San Francisco re­ 


crate votes and would therefore or­ 
dinarily become the nominee of the 
Democratic party for governor; 
but 
he failed to land the nomination of 
his own—the Republican—party, and 
for that reason the law declares him 
ineligible to receive the nomination 
from any other party. There is not 
only no provision in the law for a 
second choice, but the law baft any 
one who failed to get first plaoe, from 
running as an independent candidate 
for the same office at the ensuing elec 
tion. Thus both the first and second 
choice of the Democratic voters are 
rendered abortive and tha party is left 
without a candidate forreovernor.
